Remarkable Effrontery of an Allentown 
(Pa.) Em bezzler—Be Kscapes Punishment. 

ALLENTOWN, Pa., Oct. 21.— |Special. ]—Prof. 
W. K. T. Grossman stole $25,000,from his em- 
ployers, Johnson & Swarts, two years ago, 
and was thought to have fled to avoid a crim- 
inal prosecution. He was supposed to have 
gone to Canada. Today it was discovered 
that he had spent the entire two years in the 
library at his home, which is right in 
the center of Allentown’s most fashion- 
able quarter. Only his lawyers and about 
adozen close friends knew that Grossman 
was safeiy lodged at home surrounded by 
well-filled bookcases and enjoying life as 
much as pogsibie. The frequent calls of old 
friends on ‘Mrs. Grossman did not excite 
suspicion. it is supposed they were taking 
news of her absent husband.

A VISIT TO THK “CITY OF BRICK.” 


The Visitors Are Shown Pullman and Given 
@ Ride Through South Park. 

When the party of sightseers steppea on 
board the train for the run to Puliman tables 
were set for luncheon in two of the coac hes, 
and the members of the Pan-Américan Con- 
gress were invited to do justice to the spread. 
They were not loug in finding seats, for their 
wanderings had given them an appetite. 
The tables were set for two each, but the 
number of hungry tourists outran tue esti- 
mate and three or four at a table was the 
rule. The collation was substantial and. 
served with taste under the supervision of 
D, A. Duncan, in charge of the commissary 
department for the tour. He was an imvor- 
tant personage on the trip to Pullman, and he 
took pains to see that none of the guests 
lacked any creature comforts. 

The run to Pullman—abdout eight miles 
with three full stops—was made by way of 
the Transit Compuny’s tracks ana the illinois 
Central in thirty-one minutes. There was 
quite a delegawen of the citizens of that 
manufacturing center on the platform, head- 
ed by George M. Pullman, Capt. William Ses- 
sions, the superintendent of tne éar works, 
and W. H. Fenner, President of the Allen 
Paper Car Wheel company. 

A TOUR Of INSPECTION. 

No time wus lost in going through the 
great works, Led by Mr. Pullman and Capt. 
Sessions the party was first taken through 
the shops where the finishing touches are 
put on. the Pullman coaches. The new 
Ideal“ coach, which affords the luxury of a 
private compartment to every passenger, was 
examined and many were the compliments 
paid to its completeness of detail. Each de- 
partment of the car shops was then visited 
in rotation, from the building of the floor of 
the coach to the paint-shop. The foundry 
and blacksmith department seemed to have 
peculiar charms for several of the Spanish- 
Americans, and they watched with decided 
interest the operation of the. great 
trip-hammers as they pounded the 
white-heated steel with a power 
of two tons at every stroke. They ignored 
the request to keep moving and seemed fas- 
cinated by the ponderous machinery. Fiery 
sparks fell around them in showers unheea- 
ed, and they asked questions faster than the 
superintendent could reply. The great Cor- 
liss engine—the machine that furnished the 
power at the Centennial Exposition of 1876— 
was next viewed. Then the water tower and 
water and sewage systems were examined. 
A special train over the Pullman road took 
the visitors to the street-car department, and 
on the short trip an opportunity was given to 
see Calumet Lake ana the parks and pleas- 
ure grounds on the shore, 

Returning to the center of the town the 
Arcade Building was shown and in the 
theater in the second story the first speech- 
making of the day took place. J. S. 
Runnells, attorney tor the Pullman company, 
introduced Duane Doty, the chief engineer, 
who welcomed the Pan-American visitors 
and in a brief address gave many interesting 
facts concerning Puliman and its growth as 
a manufacturing center. Wilham H. Tres- 
cott, one of the United States representatives 
to the Pan-American Congress, responded 
happily and referred to Pullman as only a 
sample of American enterprise; the further 
the South American visitors traveled the 
more such towns they would see. If not 
quite so handsomely built they at least dis- 
8 the same degree of energy and enter- 
prise. 

Two hours were passed at the “City of 
Brick,” and some of the tourists were loath 
to leave, asserting that they had not been able 
to do the place justice in so hurried a view.

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AN INTERCHANGE OF COURTESIES. 


The United States Will Be Invited to Send 
a Delegation in Turn. 

There is a quiet understanding between 
the delegates that the Governments which 
they represent will, before the end of the 
conferénce, unite in inviting a delegation 
from the United States to visit all the coun- 
tries of Central ana South America. No offi- 
cial announcement has yet been made of this 
intehtion, but some of the delegates say that 
their Goveroments have already authorized 
them to give such an invitation when the 
proper time comes, The plan will be*for 
our Government to send the party South in 
a man-of-war, and in each country the local 
government will give an opportunity for the 
visitors to see all that is interesting in much 
the same way as the United States is now 
doing. 

The shocking ignorance of the people 
every where in this country as to everything 
pertaining to the home countries of the vis- 
itors causes much well-bred surprise. 

„We have at Buenos Ayres,” said a dele- 
gate from the Argentine Republic, “a news- 
paper with a greater circulation thao any 
other in the Western Hemisphere—including 
your United States, mind you—and even 
with that evidence of civilization it is hard 
sometimes to convince our friends here that 
we live in anything buta country of savages. 

The line of steamers running to the ports 
of Peru and Chili and along the west coast 
were foraiong time the largest and finest 
in the world, and they are surpassed now 
by only a few of the ocean racers running 
between New York and Europe.”

Purposes of the Spanish-American Com- 
meroial Union—Valuabie Investigations. « 
F. G. Pierra is one of the party of Pan- 

American tourists. Mr. Pierra is the Secre- 
tary of the Spanish-American Commercial 
Union. This is an association of merchants 
recently formed in New York for the devel- 
opment of trade with Central and South 
America. The association expects to take 
up the work began by the international con- 
ference and keep before the people the im- 
portance of the questions the delegates are 
here to discuss. This fact alone shows that 
New York is taking an intense interest in 
the furtherance of closer relawons and in- 
creased trade with our Southern neighbors. 
The character of the gathering at which the 
union was formed was an indication of the 
senfiment of the leading business-men of 
that city. Over 800 men holding the most 
prominent positions in Eastern commercial 
affairs were present, and the list of the 
union’s members now contains as representa- 
tive a roll of leading business-men as ever 
was leagued together to accomplish a com- 
merciai undertaking. Mr. Pierra will be glad 
to fully explain the scope and objects of the 
union to Chicago business-men who are in- 
terested. 

Warren P. Suttom who has been Consul- 
General at Matamoras through several Ad- 
ministrations, is a member of the party. Mr. 
Sutton has done much original work in the 
investigation of the commercial questions 
whieh the conference is expected to solve. 
He has prepared several reports at the in- 
stance of Secretary Blaine which go exhaust- 
ively into the subject of a uniform system of 
customs regulations and the formation of 
an American customs union. Thess reports 
when made public will contain some interest- 
ing suggestions. 

The shower of souvenirs which falls on 
the party at every turn seems only to spur 
on their desire for more. Everything in 
the way of printed matter or mementos 
from the manufactories visited 1s eagerly 
taken and carefully preserved. The quanti- 
ties of these things are so great that every 
two or three days a shipment has to be made 
to Washington to relieve the bageage. It 
was found early in the trip that additional 
gripsack room would have to be provided for 
the party, and a big canvas case was pur- 
chased for each member, and into these sou- 
vénirs, catalogues, and mementos are 
thrust. Of the printed matter the banquet 
cards form an elabrate collection. Many 
manufacturers, too, have prepared special 
souvenirs which are works of art. All sorts of 
articles are presented by the manufacturers 
as illustrative of their business. At Grand 
Rapids each member of the party received a 
silver-plated .carpet-sweeper. The manu- 
facturers are entering into the spiritof the 
thing and are wide awake enough to see that 
it is an excellent way to advertise.

SPANISH AND ENGLISH TO BE OSED. 


Both Languages Will Be Heard at the 
Conference—Transiations in Full. 
„The conference will be carried on in both 
Spanish and Eaglish,“ says Melchor Obarrio 
of Bolivia. “The South Americans will 
speak in Spanish and ‘the United States dele- 
gates in English. After each address an in- 
terpreter wiil give the substance of the re- 
marks in the other language. The each 
night there will be published the proceedings 
of the day translated into Spanish and En- 
ghsh. All the delegates can then read the 
fult proceedings in their Own language and 
can reply the next day to any argument 
which they might not have fully understood 

when delivered.” 

Impromptu interpretation is not an easy 
task. At the banquets the foreigners usually 
decline to trust themselves before an audi- 
ence trammeled with a foreign idiom, aud 
they speak in their own language. If their 
speech has been previously written out their 
secretary makes a traoslawon and reads it 
after his chief has finished. But when the 
talk is extemporaneous the poor secretary 
must have his wits about him. The speaker 
puts in words a thought, taking perhaps 
three or four sentences to do it. He pauses 
and the secretary is supposed to be instantly 
ready to put into elegant English the senti- 
ment which has just been uttered in Spanisn, 
and they usually succeed remarkably well in 
doing this.

SENATOR BUTCHISUN’S LETTER. 


A Document Which Completely Kuocks 
Oat the Charges of Mr, Ashby. 

Sioux City, Ia., Oct. 21.—[Special. |—A: let- 

ter written by Senator J. G. Hutchison, Re- 


publican candidate for Governor, July 28, 


1888, will be printed for the frst 
time tomorrow, which is a most ef- 
fective refutatuon of assaults upon his 
record regarding State control of railroad 
corporations. The letter is a private one 
written to Dr. Charles Beardsley, then Chair- 
man of the Republican State Committee, 
long before Senator Hutchison thought of be- 
coming a candidate for Governor. In the 
letter he aliuded to the foolish, untimely, 
and uncalled for fight which tne rallroad 
companies are maxing on the Railroad law,“ 
and reviewed the in 

passage of the railway laws at the previous 
session of the Legisiature. 

In conclusion he said: It is well known 
that some of us worked * and day to 
avoid the shoals; to learn if possible what 
was the true middle ground—the right thing 
to do as between the railroad companies 
and the people. By our pursuing that 
course I am satisfied we secured the 
present railroad law, and [ believe it is 
the honest duty of every good citizen to stand 
up for it. I feel quite sure the courts will 
take proper view of the law. It is the best 
State railroad law in the United States. I 
am proud of the law and think the railroad 
companies will in time learn that there is one 
State in the union which proposes to be 
sovereign in these matters and that the rail- 
road companies shall not be. ‘ 

Our State convention will soon take place, 
and I have so much pride in the honorable 
position we maintain as a State that I hope 
level-headed men will not permit a resolution 
on the railroad question that will look like 
backing down.”’ 

This letter was written a few days before 
the Republican State Convention of last 
year, at which Senator Hutchison was Chair- 
man of the Resolutions Committee and re- 
ported the most radical anti-monopoly plat- 
form ever adopted in Iowa. The letter is 
more significant because not intended for 
publication and because it completely meets 
the charges of Mr. Ashby, who ciaims to be 
the Secretary of the Farmers“ Alliance.

A FLOKIDA FRUIT COMBINE. 


Chicago to Be Made the Distributing Point 
for the Whole Northwest. 

A largely attended meeting of the wholesale 
fruit dealers of Chicago was held yesterday at 
the Provision Exchange on South Water street, 
at which Gen. A. S. Mann of Jacksonville, Fia., 
was present to formulate a plan to make this 
city the distributing point for Florida fruits for 
the Northwest and the States west of Ohio. 

Be said the fruit-growers of his State had ar- 
rived at the conclusion that it was a waste of 
time and money to consign hundreds of small 
packages to the towns ana villages throughout 
the Northwest. The fruit frequently spoiled en 
route and the lots sold were too small to 2 
the transportation. He proposed.

Benjamin F. Nannelly and John Ranks 
Drowned in the River. 

The bridgetender at Harrison street pulled a 
dead man out of the river yesterday. Wounds 
were found on the body which woulda indicate 
that the man was murdered and thrown into the 
river. There was a cut five inches long in the 
neck. There was also a deep wound in the hip, 
such as would have been made by a dagger 
thrust. Both the man’s legs were broken, and 
the body had been in the riverfor at least two 


weeks. 

Yesterday afternoon J. H. McCulMough of the 
firm of collecting agents identified the body as 
that of Benjamin F. r aman who was 
in Revie was up to Oct. 10. r. McCullough re 
ferred cers to Charles . Rosa, one of 
— friends, who is a salesman in a boot 
and shoe bouse at Market and Monroe streets, 
from whom it was learned that Nunnelly left his 
work Oct. 10 and went on a spree with John 
Ranks, a friend of his, who was also employed by 
M & Co. They were seen Oct. 11 drink- 
ing together in a saloon on South Water street. 

At 8 o'clock that evening the saloonkeeper 
heard @ great splash in the river. He e mp on

After a half hour's work they drew the 
corpse to the surface. The saloonkeeper recog- 
2 the man as one who had been drinking in 
lace during the day. At the inquest it was 
vely identified as the body of John Ranks. 
Nunnelly’s body was found on the east side of 
the river, near Harrison street bridge, but might 
have floated there. The condition of the body 
would indicate that he was drowned about the 
time that Ranks met his death. 

The police suppose that Ranks and Nunnelly 
tin a flatboat which was tied at the north 
bank of river at the time, and that Ranks 
stabbed nelly, and that they then grappled 
and fell into the river together. Another suppo- 
sition . that Ranks murdered Nunnelly and 
threw the body into the river and shen drowned 
himself. 

The two men were much alike in several re- 
spects. Each was born in good circumstances 
and destroyed a bright * by overindul- 
gence in strong drink. Each of them had wealthy 
relatives and friends who were ready at any time 


to aid them.

BELIEVERS IN THE TOWING THEORY. 

That the — 1 3 company had 
contracted with eeler for a schooner to 
tow behind the 3 C. A, Eddy, publishea 
in yesterday's TRIBUNE, was somewhat of a sur- 
prise to local vesseimen, as it was directly op- 
posed to the prevailing tendencyin we grain 
trade. Of late years owners have shown a de- 
cided prejudice against tows in that traffic, and 
nearly ali the boats built for it have been steam- 
ers. is has been mainly due to the ease in 
handling single boats in getting loads, the in- 
creased liability to accidents from towing, and 
the uncertainty regarding the movements of 
tows. Steamers jog aiong in most any 
kind of weather and arrive at their 
destination with the regularity of railroad trains. 
This allows a systematizing of business not pos- 
sible with tows. Then when they are reudy to 
leave port they are not compelled to wait around 
for a delayed consort. A freight steamer making 
ten miles an hour cannot do better than seven 
with a tow of equal size, and this loss of time is 
a large item. All these objections the Eddy peo- 
ple seem to consider overcome in the manifest 
advantages of the saving in first cost ana then 
in the current expenses of crews and coal on the 
tow. The Eddys have tried both thoroughly this 
season, with both systems running side by side. 
Most other vesselmen who have tried the same 
experiment have decided directly opposite. It 
merely shows,“ said a prominent owner, “ that 
the world was made as a place to disagree in.”

DEMOCRATIC FALSE PRETENSES IN IOWA. 
The Democrats are raising their usual cry 
about carrying Iowa, and while the Repub- 
licans of that State seem entirely confident 
and undisturbed there is a feeling of uneasi- 
ness elsewhere lest the splendid record of 
the banner Republican State of the West be 
broken. Overconfidence, however, must be 
the only danger in Iowa. The campaign of 
Democrats has been one of humbug, false 
pretenses, and cheap trickery of such char- 
acter that it seems impossible it could have 


| any marked effect on the intelligent Repub- 


lican voters of Iowa and lead to a change in 
the control of the State. 

One of the peculiar features of the Demo- 
cratic campaign in Iowa is the marvelous 
celerity with which renegade Kepublicans 
previously obscure are changed into eminent 
Democratic statesmen and leaders. Boies, 
the Democratic candidate for Governor, was 
a Republican until a few years ago, but was 
not known or heard of in politics outside of 


his own township or county at most. As a Re- 
‘publican he had not merit enough to be elected 


or appointed to any office, nor was his voice 
heard on the stump. He took no part in forming 
Repuiilican policies or advocating them be- 
fore the people, but was known in his imme- 
diate neighborhood as a Republican, although 
considered a man who took comparatively 
httie interest in public affairs. Such was 
Boies as a Republican; but when he went 
over to the Democrats he bioomed into a 
leader at once, end before he had time to get 


| his new party collar on he was made Bourbon 


candidate for Governor and sent out to 
preach free trade. Iowa Bourbons rejoice 

more over one Republican renegade, however 
obscure, than over ninety nine faithful 
Democrats who remain in the fold. 

Recently they began extolling and magni- 
fying a subscription agent for a weekly agri- 
cultural paper, who as asupposed “disgusted 
Republican” was thrust into State promi- 
nence, hailed as an authority on the transpor- 
tation question, and allowed seven @éolumns of 
Democratic newspaper space in which to as- 
sail the Republican candidate for Governor. 
In this instance, however, the Bourbons were 
too precipitate, and it turns out that the con- 
vertea subscription agent had been a nomi- 
nal Republican only a short time and was 
previouely a Democrat. Rejoicings over him 
are already greatly modified, 

With Republican renegades as their leada- 
ers and principal advocates the Iowa Demo- 
crate are sparing no efforts to win votes by 
humbuggery and false pretenses. Boies 
preaches the free trade doctrine and prom- 
ises the people cheap goods and a reduced 
cost of living, and with the deception worthy 
a renegade pretends that wages will not be 
reduced when his cutting down doctrine is 
put in force. Attempting to get votes by 
false pretenses he telle the wageworkers in 
the Iowa cities, the clerks, railroad employés, 
the hands in the shops and milla, and all sal- 
aried men that they are to have cheap free 
trade goods and high protection wages—a 
proposition manifestly false on its face and 
which he cannot possibly believe himself. 
He dare not state his real doctrine squarely 
—of cheap goods and reduced pay to all 
wageworkers—and attempt to defend it on 
its merits. If he were an honest free-trader 
hie would try to show that cheap goods would 
more than compensate for reduced wages, 
and endeavor to convince the farmers that 
if the city and town wageworkers have their 
wages lowered and ability to buy farm prod- 
ucts lessened by, say, one-third, there would 
still be some compensating benefits. Instead 
of thus arguing the question honestly on its 


| merits, Boies pretends that high wages are 


to be paid labor, while the products of labor 
are made cheap! 

More of the deception spirit is shown in 
dealing with the liquor question. Boies went 
over to the Democrats when they promised 
to legalize saloons and make them in effect 
compulsory everywhere, but be now stands 
on a platform which, according to one inter- 
pretation, would mean practical prohibition 
in nine-tenths of the State. According to 
another interpretation it is claimed the plat- 
form means that towns, school districts, and 
townships may have saloons forced on them 
by a vote of the county. As some read the 
platform it means that the liquor trafflo is to 
be absolutely free in every lopality where the 
people vote down High license. 

Marching under false colors their leaders 
shamefully misstatang the tariff question to 
workmen and farmers and juggling with the 
liquor ques hon so as to promise practical 
prohibition to one class and free saloons to 

another, the Iowa Democrats are outdoing 
themselves this year in partisan trickery and 
hypocrisy. It is impossibie to believe such a 
campaign can win success in Iowa.

THE TOBACCO TAX NEEDED TO PAY PEN- 
SIONS. 


The Boston Herald asserts vositively that 
the President will take ground in his forth- 
coming message to Congress in favor of “ the 
repeal of all internal revenue taxes except 
those on intoxicating liquors.” President 
Harrison is not m the habit of announcing 
his views to the Boston Herald (Dem.-Mug.) 
until the time comes to take official action at 
least, and it would seem that the Boston 
paper must have gained its knowledge of the 
Presidential purpose through ability as a 
mind-reader. There is reason, however, to 
doubt the accuracy of the mind-reading in 
this instance. Why should the President ad- 
vocate a repeal of the tobacco tax, which is 
one of the most justifiable and least burden- 
some taxes on luxuries made by the Wovern- 
ment, and which yields a revenue needed to 
pay pensions? A repeal of the tobacco tax 
would benefit tobacconists and middlemen 
rather than the planters and the u to- 
bacco. Instead of giving the tobacco dealers 
the sum now paid into the Treasury, ‘why not 
keep this source of revenue open and use toe: 
proceedsin the payment of 13? 

In considering pension expent 


tures it 


surplus and create a deficit uniess all the 
present sources of revenue are retained. 


Then. too, the President must take into con- 
gideration the need of building warsbhips 


and coast defenses. With demandsin pros- 
pect which are certain to cover the entire 
revenues of the Treasury it would hardly 
seem that a repeal of the tobacco tax was 
now in order. 

A repeal of the tobacco tax cannot be based 
on the assumption that pension expenditures 
are to be retrenched and the money will not 
be needed for payments to the soldiers. Tan- 
ner’s reckless and illegal methods of grant- 
ing reratings have been stopped, but the 
taste for ferating remains, and allowances 
will continue to be pushed up and arrears 
granted according to the liberal policies 
which have prevailed for years.

The People will sub- 
mit to looseness, abuses, and irregularities 


in pension paying which would not be toler- 


ated in other Government expenditures. 
Vast sums are yet to be paid out in pensions, 
and the Government can use for that pur- 
pose every doliar it can secure from the to- 
bacco tax for years tocome. The tobacco 
tax cannot be spared. Let it alone.

Sunday. There he meets his fellow-work- 
men, the men whose interests, ideas, habits, 


and tastes are the same as his. They have 


free seate, free tables, free light and heaa, 
and a warm welcome. They can bave to- 
bacco as well as liquor if they want it, and 
there is lunch to relieve their hunger. There 
they talk over the questions of the lodge, or 
the union, or the last or next strike. They 
discuss work and wages, and the news of 
the day—the Cronin caso, or Powder ly's last 
speech. And strange as it may seem—wrong 
as it is—these workingmen enjoy themselves, 
often more than persons who gather at more 
aristocratic club-houses, A hundred thou- 
sand men frequent these places, showing 
pretty clearly that man is a sociable animal 
who must meet his feliow-man and talk with 
him. It is not because these saloons are the 
fashion that they are thus frequented. Fash- 
ion does not bother the workingman much. 
He goes there to satisfy certain cravings of 
his hature. 

Supposing they are ali closed, where are 

these people to go! What are they todo in 
the place.of what they have been in the 
habit of doing? That is Mr. Hutchinson’s 
question. The world’s experience has proved 
that to take something from a man without 
giving him asubstitute is apt to do mischief. 
To take froma man one formof faith and 
give him no to satisfy the cravings of 
his religious nature is to make of him an in- 
fidel. 
Those who want to get rid of the — 
shop with its admitted evils ought to hold out 
something as warm, as comfortable, and 
sociable, where the workingman shall be 
as cordially treated. There is a great nat- 
ural demand for places where men may meet 
and talk which the saioons partially and im- 
perfectly satisfy. Can the speakers at these 
Sunday meetings offer anything? Till they 
do, no matter how benevolent their inten- 
tions, the likelihood is they will fail. They 
will be fighting human nature. ‘Throw her 
out of the door and she will come back 
through the window.” If they want to abol. 
ish certain attractions which they think have 
a bad tendency they must offer counter at- 
tractions. Let them try the experiment. If 
the workingman chooses what they offer him 
the saloons will close for lack of patronage 
and policemen will not be required to shut 
them up Sunday. 


THE PRINCE OF WALES’ HEALTH. 

Several reports have come of late to the 
effect that the Prince of Wales is in poor 
health, and the symptoms described have 
been of a serious kind, pointing to a fatal 
disease. Itis now stated on good authority 
that his ailment is Bright’s disease, that it 
has incurably fastened itself upon him, and 
that there is no probability he can live much 
over a year longer. The Queen, on the other 
hand, appears to be a robust old lady, enjoy- 
ing better health than for some years. In 
all probability she will outlive the Prince of 
Wales, but in the natural order of things her 
career must come to an end shortly, as she is 
now past 70 years of age. Assuming that the 
Prince cannot live longer than the time aliot- 
ted him, as the penalty of idle, luxurious, 
lazy, enervating habits, when the Queen 
passes away the crown will come to Albert 
Victor, the Prince’s eldest son, now in his 
25th year. 

The outlook cannot be a gratifying one to 
the English people, if these reports are true. 
Albert Victor is a weakling, mentally and 
physically. Heredity, not through his par- 
ents, but dating farther back, has afflicted 
him with results of the vices and weaknesses 
of some of his Guelph ancestors. His popu- 
lar name of “ Collars and Cuffs is a term of 
ridicule growing out of his efforts to conceal 
his physical impoverishment, which is on a 
par with his mental conditions. How long 
will the bluff and sturdy Engiish people tol- 
erate such a weakling as their ruler? By 
the time he comes to the throne some vital 
issues will have been raised by the peopie, 
the premonitions of which have long been 
apparent. Already they are asking them- 
selves how much longer they will consent to

JOHN BULL ANXIOUS TO SETTLE UP. 

The return of the new English Minister, 
Sir Julian Pauncefote, 1s accompanied with 
the gratifying intelligence that his Govern- 
ment is growing tired of the strained rela- 
tions between this country and Canada and 
proposes to set them in order itself and es- 
tablish some friendiy modus vivéndi. To this 
end it has requested to be fully informed as 
to the American position on the Alaskan 
boundary queswon, as a preliminary to the 
settlement of the seal piracy business by 
Canadian fishermen, in which it is quite as 
much interested as the United States, since 
these pirates are ruining a business which is 
exceedingly remunerative to English indus- 
try. The English Government, furthermore, 
is anxious to negotiate a more extended ex- 
tradition treaty with this country, disap- 
proving for some reason the recent inde- 
pendent action taken by Canada to relieve 
herself from the immigration of American 
thieves and embezziers. It has also notified 
the Dominion Government that it desires to 
have the fishery controversy brought to a 
speedy and amicable settlement. As to the 


the question at issue to a board of arbitra- 
uon, composed of delegates from Javan, 
Russia, England, Canada, and this country. 
As Japan and Russia are both friena- 
ly to us, and as England is finan- 
cially interested in a speedy adjustment of 
the question, there ought to be no difficulty 
in securing a prompt and satisfactory result. 
As to the fisheries question, growing out of 
the three-mile limit and the rights of our 
vesseig in Canadian ports, the modus operandi 
of settlement is not intimated, but if it 1s left 
to arbitration it may be safely assumed Sec- 
retary Biaine will look after American in- 
verests, and no such packed commission as 
made the dishonest and jug-handled Halifax 
award will be sprung upon us again. 

Asto the matter of commercial relations 
between this country and the Dominion, 
while the British Minister, e-oficio, would be 
the natural intermediary, the English Gov- 
ernment, as Tae CuicaGo TRIBUNE has more 
than once suggested it would do, does not 
intend to dictate to Canada: The latter is to 
be left free to establish such a reciprocity in 
trade as she can, which is a sufficient answer 
to Sir John Macdonald and the Tory argu- 
ment that the home Government will never 
consent to commercial union. The Citizen, 
the organ of the Dominion Government at 
Ottawa, is evidently actuated by the senti- 
ment of the Engiish Goverument to hedge 
on the question, for it says: 


The Government of Canada has at all times 
displayed its readiness to enter into fair recip- 
rocal trade relations with the United States con- 
sistent with the country’s cemmercial inde- 
pendence and the pemeetes of its industries, but 
up to the present time there has not been mani- 
fested by the United States a desire to meet its 
standing offer of limited reciprocity half way. 


Neither now nor at any time will the United 
States meet the standing offer of the Do- 
minion Government for hmited reciprocity 
half way or at any other point between them, 
and the offer might as well be withdrawn, 
It must be unrestricted trade—trade between 
the United States and Canada as free as 
trade between New York and Lilinois or as 
between Pennsylvania and Texas—or it must 
remain as it is. The custom-house barrier 
between the two countries must come down 
altogether or stand as it is. The Canadians 
must assimilate their tariff to ours and have 
the range of our markets with absolute free 
trade or they must expect the same commer- 
cial restrictions which we impose upon the 
rest of the world. We will take their nat- 
ural products and they must take our manu- 
factures. It is useless for the Tories to ex- 
pect we will ever again reénact the one- 
sided, jug-handled reciprocity of 18565.

Don B. Gomez Fairas is the accredited finan- 
clai agent of the Mexican Government in 
London, and he is virtually sole representa- 
tive of his government bere in all matters of 
a financial nature. Ali Mexican bonds bear 
his signature. He came to London to 


secure a conversion of an old stock 


of bonds into a new issue and has 
succeeded. When questioned today regard- 
ing the reported theft he said: “It seems 
incredible to me that the report can be true. 
I had heard nothing was the matter. I bave 
just cabled Mr. Dublan, the Mexican Minis- 
ter of Finance, but 1 5 a a reply 
before tomorrow. I made an issue of 
bonds which the Government decided upon 
to take up its foreign-and home debt, and I 
signed the bonds as the director of the p 
lhe debt between Nov. 6, 1836, and Jun 
80, There bonds have been issued to 
the amount of £5,897,2%5, Of this amount I 
brought £5,000,000 ta London to take up the 
old stock, put have not issued tne whole 
amount. There has been no theft in these 
bonds. I know these bonds were all 
signed by me before I left Mexico, 
but when issued they haye to receive

of the Treasury. the bouds were not 
signed nor dated and did not have the Treus- 
ury. mark they must have been merely blank 
bonds, such as were awaiting being signed 
and issued jn haqvidation of ms.

forged. The signatures are difficult ones to 
be forged, but that difficulty could be sur- 
mounted.

Booming the World’s Fair to Cheek 
the Tide of Lawiessness—Sandbaggers 
and Highwaymen Plying Their Trade 
Unmolested—Reseue of the Crew of a

New York, Oct. 21— [Special. j—While 
Mayor Grant and his followers have been 
trying to convince the country that New 
York is the place for holding the World’s 
Fair and puzzlicg weir brains to concoct a 
scheme for getting money without putting 
up a cent themselves, footpads, sandbaggers, 
and bighwaymen have been holding high 
carnival in the streets. During the last week 
their boldness and daring have been on the 
increase Their dastardly crimes are not 
now limited tocoverof darkness, but occur 
frequently in broad daylight and in some of 
our most crowded thoroughfares. | 

Notwithstanding the assertions of the po- 
lice regarding the diligence of the force aud 
the remarkable absence of street robberies, 
the fact temuins that two men have been 
killed by the sandbaggers, and others have 
been robbed and barely escaped with their 
lives, and that several women have had their 
poeketbooks violently snatched from them 
in broad daylight. Among the first of this 
long listof recent outrages was one which 
occurred about noon one day in the Equitable 
Building.» Miss Brown, who was at the girls’ 

‘school on Fifth avenue, was standing on the 
marble steps in the main corridor when 
some person rudely jostied against her, and 
the next moment her pocketbook was 
snatched out of her hands. 

The cases of Woodridge, the custom-house 
inspector, and Carey, the saloonkeeper of 
Portiand, Conn., who were sand bagged and 
robbed on Seventh avenue within a block of 
each other, and who subsequently died of 
their injuries in the Roosevelt Hospital, are 
fresh in the tainds of all.

FUNERAL OF GEN. JOHN T. HARTRANFT. 


The Distinguished Pennsytvanian Laid to 
Rest with Military Honors. 

Norristown, Pa., Oct: 21.—With solemn 
ceremony the body of the late Gen. John F. 
Hartranft was consigned to the grave in 
Montgomery Cemetery this afternoon. 

At 9:30 o’clock this morning private serv- 
ices according to the ritual of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church were held at the family 
residence on Main street, at which only the 
immediate family of the dead soldier was 
present. Atter the services the casket was 
taken to the Montgomery Caurt-House in 
order that the public m ens have: an oppor- 
tunity to view the face of the dead.

Shortly after 2 o’clock the chaplain of the 
Second Regiment Pennsylvania Natonai 
Guards, tbe Rev. Henry D. McCook of Phuila- 
deiphia, began the funeral oration. At the 
conclusion of the oration the body wus re- 
moved from the court-house and the march 
to the cemetery begun. 

The funeral cortége was made u 
lows: Sheridan troop of Tyrone, Pa.; City 
troop of Philadelphia, Battery “CC” of 
Phoesixvilie; Sixth Regiment, Pennsyl- 
yania National Guard; 200 £commis- 
sioned officers of the National Guard; 
delegations from the Loyal Legion, Union 
League of Philadeiphia, Grand Army of the 
Republic, civic organizations, and citizens, 
the procession numbering in all about 5,000 
persous. At5o’clock the procession arrived 
at the grave. The Rev. Dr. Davidson of 
Philadelphia read tne buriai service of the 
Episcopal Church, and the body was lowered 
into the opening. Three volleys of musketry 
and a Governor’s salute of fifteen guns were 
then fired, and the sounding of “taps” by 
Sergt. Williams, Gen. Hartranft’s old bugler, 
ended the buriai ceremony.

ATCHISON’S SCHEME OF REORGANIZA- 
TION NOT LIKELY TO GO THROUGG, 


The Pian of the Directors Leaves No Other 
Altervative Except the Acceptance of 
Their Proposition or a Recetvership— 

Many ot the Bond and Stock Holder 
Prefer a Receivership— East Bound 
Freight Shipments Not as Heavy as 
They Were at This Time Last Far- 

When the new Atchison reorganization 

plan was first made public it looked as though 
it would go through without much opposi 
tion. But as matters now stand itis by no 

Means certain that the scheme of the di- 

rectors will go through. The opponents to 


the new plan, led by ex-Gov. Ames of Massa- 


chusetts and ex-President Strong. are daily 
gaining in strength. A prominent Boston 
banking firm, representing a large number 
of stockholders, has just issued a circular 
commenting on the proposed reorganization 
scheme. There are two ways, the circular 
says, of looking at it—from tne view ot the 
stock speculators, not themselves interested 
in Atchison securities; the second, from the 
point of view of people so involved. From 
tue first point of view there is à desire that 
itshall be carried through, no matter what 
may be its equities as between the bonds and 
stocks and between the various classes of 
bonds. It would help in booming the stock 
market. An outsider is under no obligations 
to bother himself with considering whether 
a better one might not have deen 
invented, for the Atchison directors have 
left no room for an alternative except a 
receivership, and the determination, is to be 


_ forced not later than Dec. 15. From the sec- 


ond point of view—tat of self-iaterested 
Atchison security-holders—there is no such 
unanimity of opinion. Some hgure the 4s as 
high as 90, others as low as 60. Some figure

20. The high figures are enthusiasts, for the 
plan and the enthusiasm lessons in propor- 
tion to tne figuring until at the other end of 
vhe scale the low figures coademn it unre- 
servedly.

ut also on the disposition and ability to bull 
the 4s and incomes of those financiers who 
stand behind the pian and are incumbered 
with great blocks of second-class and now 
unmarketabie class. If tne first-ciass bond- 
holders do not see and cannot be made to see 
sufficient inducement to pool their bonds 
with those others, then the plan fails, and if 
it fails the airectors stand committed to 
plunge the Whole concern into a receiver- 
ship. . 


EASTBOUND FRKIGHT SHIPMENTS. 


Not as Heavy as They Should Be at This 
Season’ of the Year. 

Shipments of eastbound freight of all kinds 
except live stock from Chi to through 
and local points, by the jous roads run- 
ning East from this city, for the week end- 
ing last Saturday amounted to 63,755 tons, 
against 60,446 tons for the week previous, an 
increase of 3,309 tons. The shipments, though 
they have steadily increased for the last 
six weeks, do not yet come up to the 
shipments of last ear, when, for 
the corresponding week they amounted 
to 64,070 tons. This is rather discouraging 
inasmuch as the grain crops this year have 
been much heavier than last and the Western 
roads are transporting twice as much grain 
as they did then. Although navigation is 
nearing its close, and lake rates have ma- 
terialiy advanced, they are yet so much low- 
er than the all-rail rates that nearly all grain 
except oats, which is too light to be profitabiv 
shipped by lake, goes East by the lake lines. 
The railroads lve in hopes that with the 
close of navigation shipments will largely in- 
crease in spite of the high rates, but it is 
more thao probable that they will be disap- 
pointed, as farmers cannot afford with the 


| present low markets to sell their grain, and 


they will undoubtedly hold on to it until 
spring in the hope of securing more re- 
munerative prices at tnat time, 

The total shipments of flour, grain, and 
2 from Chicago through to sea- 

ard points and for export oy the various 
Central Traffic Association roads during me 
last week amounted to 27,925 tons, against 
27,809 tons for the week previous, an in- 
crease of only 20 tons. For the correspond- 
ing week last year the total shipments of 
those articles amounted to 82,736 tons, or 

811 tons than last week. The flour 
shipmeats t week were 1,882 tons, against 
2.822 tous last year; grain, 17,571 tons, against

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| REPORT OF THE GOVERNOR OF ARIZONA 


Danger of the Mormon {nfluence—Railroad 
Extortioos—The Mining ladustry. 
Wasuineror, D. C., Oct. 21.—Lewis Wolf- 
rey, Governor of Arizona, today submitted 
his annual report to the Secreta 
terior. Concerning the Mormons the Gov- 


ernor says: 

Arizona has 

racticed, taught, or encouraged polygamy. The 

rst legislative act signed by my lute predeces- 
sor was the repeal of that act. I request and 
urge that Congress repeal .the repealing act and 
reéstablish the above Territorial law. Politically 
the Mormons seem to bave udopted the plan of 
sending colonies or stakes“ to the surround- 
ing Territories in sufficient numbers to form a 
balance of power between the two political par- 
ties. They are willing to trade with either, but 
remain true only so long as the interests of the 
church are best served. church is their law 
and ail other law is sabservient to orders of 
the church. The Mormons in this Territory 
number about 8,000. 

The total taxabie property of the Territory 
is given at $26,575,692; the total Territorial 
422525 000; and — total“ Terri- 
torial, county, and city indebtedness about 
$2,902,910, e average interest now being 
paid is about 8 per cent: while none is below 
6 per cent much of the indebtedsess bears 10 
per cent interest. he acreage of land entries 
for the year aggregate 500,708 acres, valued 
at $90,081, 

The Governor urges that the Atlantic & 
Pacific railroad lands be surveyed, as the 
failure so to do virtually witudraws from 
settlement one-half of the entire belt of land 
100 miles wide by the full width of the Terri- 


tory. 

The Governor says that except the ship 
ment of ore Arizona cannot be said to have 
any export commerce; not that she is with- 
out articles to export. but for the reason that 
ra.lroad transportation rates are too high to 
permit it, there being no competidon or re- 
striction to the rates ailowed to be charged. 
These, he says, are prohibitory on all buiky 
articles. 

Mining in the territory, says the report, 
has had a healthy growth during the last 
year. The mineral products for the year 1888 
are given as follows: Copper, 381,797,300 
88 gold, 850,00; silver, 000. 

ith better railroad facilities the Governor 
thinks that the mineral output would be 
greatiy increased. The school system in Ari- 
zona, the Governor says, is an excellent one 
and is being liberaily and fairly carried out. 

Wasuineton, D. Oct. 21.—George L. 
Shoup, the Governor of Idaho Territory, in 
his annual report to the Secretary of the In- 
terior gives the important provisions of the 
Constitution which will be submitted to the 
2 tor their adoption at au election to be 
held Noy. 6 next. The report states that 
there are over 25,000 people in Idaho who are 
adherents of the Mormon faith. The popu- 
lation of the Territory is 113,777. Polygamy, 
however, is not at the present time openly 
practiced in the Territory, but the Governor 
adds that of the fact that it is practiced se- 
cretly to a limited extent there seems to be 
no doubt, as indicsments are tound in nearly 
every term of court held and a number of 
convicuons have been secured. He states, 


however, that he has reason to believe that 


a division of sentiment is springing up in the 
church on the subject of the practice of po- 
lygamy. Under the Constitution polygamy 
will be prohibited and the insertaon of this 
provision may be regarded, the report states, 
as the expression of the voice of the people 
of the Territory on this subject. 


THE CHEROKEE LAND QUASTION. 


A Means Found to Bring the Stubborn In- 
dians to Terms. 

Sac anp Fox Arx, I T., Oct. 21.— 
[Special.|—-A discovery has been made re- 
specting the Cherokee lands which will 
prove a sensation. Judge Wilson has known 
for some time, but only lately made known to 
his colleagues, that under Art. 15 of the 
Cherokee treaty of 1866 Indians friendly to 
tne Cherokees may be settled upon the 
Cnerokee Nation itselt. This should not be 
confused with Art. 16, which relates only to 
the Cherokee outlet. Art. 15 provides that 
Indians friendly to we Chero and who 
have abandoned their tribal relations, may 


be settled in the Cherokee Nation by first ob- 


taining the consent of the Cherokee Council. 
They may thus become incorporated into the 
Nation as citizens on an equal footing with 
Cherokees themselves. It further provides 
that friendly Indians maintaining their tribal 
organizations, and which are not inconsist- 
ent with Cherokee laws, may be allotted 160 
acres for each man, woman, and child. The 
Caerokee Counciil shall ratify such agree- 
ment. In case of non-ratification the Presi- 
dent of the United States may settle the 
friendly Indians if he deems the Cherokee 
Council’s reasons for non-ratification to be 
not good and sufficient. Thus it may be seen 
that the Government has power to settle not 
a strip question but the home proper 
tseil. 

Judge Wilson professes not to know the 
Government’s policy as to this, but for bim- 
seif is in favor of settling Indians knee deep 
on the Cherokee lands should they decline 
to part with their claim to the strip. Judge 
Wiison’s views are also entertained by tne 
other Commissioners, The Cherokee Com- 
missioners’ recommendations will undoupbt- 
edly be acted upon by the Government, so it 
is safe to say that Cherokee lands will either 
be opened to white settlement or else com- 
pletely covered with wili tribes. 

Tomorrow the Commissioners will treat 
with tne Sac and Fox Indians, who will be 
assembied herein great numbers. The prop- 
osition to give them a home on Cherokee 
lands will undoubtedly be broached. The re- 
porter interviewed Smiling Face, Chariey 
Crow, Jim, and Big Beaver, and they all ex- 
pressed willingness to settle upon the strip. 


SERMONS BY COLORED MINISTERS, 


Two Stirring Discourses on the Race Ques- 
tion by Washington Clergymen. 

Wasuineoron, D. C., Oct. 21.—The Rev. W. 
B. Johnson (colored) of the Second Baptist 
Church preached asermon here yesterday, 
in which he likened the negro to Samson, 
and told the members of his race to secure 
homes in the South and West and prepare to 
stay in them, even if every inch of land must 
be defended with Winchester rifles. The 
negro was learning tne lesson of organiza- 
tion from tne Socialist and the Irishman, 
and twenty years from now would not be the 
docile being of today. 

“The negro,” he concluded,” “has been 
building for the whites long enough. It is 
time to build for himseif. He can not be ex- 
terminated or intimidated. He is the blood 
and bones of the Nation, and if undisturbed 
will do no harm, but if stirred may grusp the 
pillars of our civilzauon, and, like Samson 
of old in his death, pull down the temple of 


liberty.”’ 

The Rev. George W. Lee, also colored, of 
the Fifth Baptist Church, preached on 
“Southern Outrages,’’ and advised the ne- 
groes to strike back when they were assault- 
ed or their wives and daughters wronged 
and insulted. The Civil Rights biil, he said, 
had always proved a tailure, and the only 
thing the negro got from either party was 
promises at election time. It was useless to 
seek redress from Congress, for two-thirds 
of them were sinners and the other third 
drunkards. 


Growth of the India Cotton Factories. 

London Financial Times; The marvelous de- 
velopment of the Indian cotton trade in the last 
ten years is strikingly shown by the returns re- 
cently published by the 7imes of India. This 
shows that in the interval between the end of 
June, 1879,and the corresponding period of the 
present year the numberof mills had been in- 
creased from 56 to 124, the number of spindles 
from 1,453.000 to 2.763,000, the number of looms 
from 13,000 to 21,600, ana the number of hands 
employed from 43.8u0 to 91.600. The consumption 
of cotton has been augmented to an even larger 
extent. 267,600 bales in the year ended June 30, 
1879, having grown to 888,700 in the iast year dealt 
with in the returns. It is curious to note that 
by far the largest proportion of the cotton yarn 
manufactured in India is not consumed at home, 
but is exportec to China and Japan.

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‘HIGH PRESSURE-FUELGAS 


IMPORTANT SUBJECTS CONSIDERED 
BY A COUNCIL JOINT COMMITTEE. 
Ald. Dixon’s Resolutions Debated at Length 
ate Fall Meeting of the Joint Commit- 
tee on Finance and Judiciary—Able 
Arguments in Favor of the, Project by 
Its Friends—The Matter Referred to 

the Mayor. 


All the members of the Joint Committee 
on Finance and Judiciary were present yes- 
terday with Ald. Dixon in the chair, when 
Mr. Dixon’s high-pressure and fuel gas réso- 
lutions came up for action. Ald. Dixon said 
the remedy for better water and gas was in 
the reach of the people. All they had to do 
was to reach out their hands. With the in- 
crease of population and manufacturers 
something would have to be done. He sug- 
gested that every interest of the city would 
be guarded by making a contract with citi- 
zens who should put money into a high- 
pressure plant, the whole to be turned over 
to the city, and the profits, above a fair rate 


of interest to the stockholders, to go to the 


city. If this was not satisfactory to the com- 
mittee bonds could be issued and the city 
could erect the whole plant. The cost would 
be $2,500,000 for the district between Chicago 
avenue and Twelfth street, Haisted street, 
and the lake, All the gas companies in the 
city united cost only $10,000,000. 


Ald. O'Neill said ever since he knew any- , 


thing ot Chicago they had been tearing up 
the streets in order to lay pipes. He did not 
propose by any vote of his to allow that state 
of affairs to proceed. He moved that the 
Controller should obtain information from 
other cities where iliuminating and tuel gas 
are used to ascertain whether they could be 
used through the same pipes. 

’ Ald. Harris believed the Legislature would 
have to be seen first, and all the information 
possible shouid be procured so as to be able 
to make an as@fult on the Legislature to get 
the necessary Aus. 

* We don't need any legislation,“ said Ald. 

on. 

Aid, O’Neill’s motion prevailed, and Aid. 
Harris moved that the opinion of the Cor- 
poration Counsel be secured as to the legality 
of the pian for fuel gas suggested by Ald. 
Dixon’s resoluuon. This motion also pre- 
vailed. 

Discussion on the high-pressure system 
brought out a speech from Ald. Dixon, who 
said he had aiready waited on moneyed men 
and found them ready totake hold of it. It 
would be butafew years until water would be 
furnished at a less cost than at present. The 
plan suggested by him was one of the ways 
that made such a corporation possible with- 
out changing the charter. There was an 
inner crib off Fourteenth street at the pier 
and another at Chicago avenue and the water 
would be secured there. Addicional water 
pipes would have to be laid aside from those 
already in. 

Ald. Cullerton wanted this part of the res- 
olution referred to the Mayor for a report as 
to whether the city is not ready to go ahead 
with a high p ure system at present and 
whether there were not funds sufficient in 
the City Treasury to out in such a system. 
This question of attempting to let any cor- 
‘poration get a hold on the Water Department 
ought to be stamped out at once. He had no 
doubt that the Mayor would report that he 
could proceed wituin thirty days. 

Ald. Dixon said there was not $1,500,000 in 
the water fund, and that would be only a 
drop in the bucket. 

Ves.“ replied Ald. Cullerton, “and it 
would take years to complete the work.“ 

Aid. Dixon said that he was opposed to cor- 
porations getting a hold on the water system, 
and his was a plan to preventthis. If this 
was not satisfactory something should be 
adopted that was. * 

Ald. O'Neill moved that the high-pressure 
matter be referred to the or to secure 
his views on ways and means for establish - 
ing the same. The moon prevailed. 

A STATEMENT OF FACTS. 


Prof. Elias Colbert, who was present, by 
request addressed the committee. His re- 
marks in substance were as follows: 

The great value of good fuel gas as compared 
with coal for domestic purposes lies in the fact 
that the ordinary grate does not utilize more 
thun about 5 per cent of the heat energy that is 
stored in the fuel. It sends nearly fifty tons of 
heated air ano unburned material up the chim- 
ney foreach ton of coal. Tne best stoves and 
furnaces seldom utilize more than 7 or 8 per 
cent. On the other hand 75 per cent of the heat 
force contained in the gas can be actually used 
for warming or cooking. Fifty per cent is a 
moderate allowance under ordinary conditions 
in the use of the gas, especially if the openings 
be so constructed as to permit the escape of no 
more heated air than is necessary to steady com- 
bustion. ' ) 

This is where the saving comes in. There is 
no manufacture of force in the process of gas- 
making. We can no more increase the original 
energy that is locked up in a given quantity of 
fuel than we can invent perpetual motion. In 
tact, not more than tbree-iourths, and often not 
much to exceed half, ot the force in the coal is to 
be found in the gas. The rest is lost in the con- 
version from solid to gaseous fuel. But if the 
change be effected at t minimum of cost the 
fuel cost of gas in the holder will still be less to 
the ordinary domestic consumer than is its coal 
equivalent in the yard of the dealer, and the cost 
of distributing the gas — the pipes and 
mains of a large gity is really less than that of 
hauling and carrying in the coal, 

Many people talk about 1,000 cubic feet of gas 
as if its value for fuel or illuminating purposes 
were nearly as much of a standard quantity as 
is the pecuniary value of a gold dollar. This is 
an error. You can get anywhere from 8.‘ to 
160,000 feet of gas out of the same ton of good 
quality of coal, with little more heat energy in 
the larger quanty than in the smaller one. Prob- 
ably the most useful in proportion to its buik 
would be that of which not less than 380,000 feet 
nor more than 50,000 were obtained from a ton 
of good Illinois coal, Taking the inside figures 
at £1.50 per ton for material the cost would 
amount to s cents per 1,000 feet, which need not 
be increased by a partial substitution of crude 
petroleum. The cost of labor and incidentals 
need not exceed another 5 cents, the sum of the 
two being the cost piaced in the gasholder. 

Chemically considered it would require about 
55,000 feet of this gas to equal the ton of coal. 
Applying the before stated percentages for waste 
in the two cases, we shall see that some 90,000 
feet would be used and wasted in obtaining the 
ton's worth of energy; and a ninth part of that, 
or 10,000 feet, would yield more heat than is 
obtained from the same ton of coal in the ordi- 
nary grate or house stove. Doubling that, for 
safety and to cover cases in which the saving 
may be claimed to be greater, we get an allow- 
ance of 20,000 feet, or about 800 pounds in weight 
of gas, as fuliy equal in fuel value to the 2,000 
pounds of coal. 

The cost of distribution varies widely with the 
quantity supplied to consumers in proportion to 
the area occupied by them. It would not exceed 
three cents per 1,000 feet if the gas were in gen- 
eral use by the people of this city for fuel pur- 

ses. A rough calculation shows that the resi- ; 
dents of Pittsburg and vicinity were served with 
natural gas at that rate during the first two 
years, measuring the acknowledged receipts by 
the companies against the estimated consump- 
tion and allowing one-quarter for waste and 
overestimates. (They did not use meters then, 
but do now and charge 10 cents per 1.000), This 
paid interest on the capital invested in welis 
several miles distant and in mains to bring the 
gas from those wells, in addition to the mains 
and distributing pipes within the city. 

We may look at the question of capital direct- 
ly. It has been claimed that Pittsburg and 
vicinity have used and wasted 500,000,000 feet per 
day. Suppose that Chicago, with more than 
twice as many people. uses only half as much. 
That is only 90,000,000,000 feet per year, one cent 
per 1,000 feet on which yields $900,000, or interest 
at5 per cent on $18,000,000, the latter sum being 
little if any less than the actual first cost of the 
required plant. Add as much more to cover 
wear and tear and still another cent for clerical 
force and superintendence of distribution and we 
have: 

Five, plus five, plus three equals 13 ceats per 
1,000 as thé total net cost on a moderately large 


supply. 

Supposing it to be 18 cents per 1,000 feet, and 
it ought not to exceed that at the beginning. we 
should then have 20.000 feet, costing having a 
usabie fuel value of not less than one ton, and 
in many cases rising nearer to two tons, of coal, 
according as the latter has been used more or 
less wastefully in the household, And with this 
would be avoided the trouble and annoyance of 
carrying in coal, taking out ashes. and risk of in- 
dictment for committing asmoke nuisance, to 
say nothing of the benefit to be derived, in com- 
mon with other citizens, from breathing a purer 
atmosphere. The saving to manufacturers would 
not be so great as in the household, but in the 
latter it would be an important one, the family 
consumption alone averaging fully two tons of 
coal per head per annum.

CHICAGO, Oct. 21.—[Editor of The Tribune.]—I 
see from today’s TRIBUNE that the Rev. BE. P. 
Goodwin, who, Iam told, has been in this city 
for twenty years, bas at last bethought himself 
that there are a large number of workingmen in 
Chicago who stand in need of his help. There- 
fore he has delivered a lecture for their good. 
That is, as far as my experience in this country 
and in Engiand has taught me, the extent of the 
efforts of the minister to relieve the condition of 
the workingman. He never puts his hand ia his 


pocket and gives money, but he gives advice, 
I am not saying we should tora our back on 


1 wise counsel, but that given by Dr. Goodwin last 


night seems to me rather unsuited for the age in 
which we live. It seems to come not from an 
American of the nineteenth century, dut from 
one of the judges who judged over Israel. He 
took as his text two verses from Isaiah, who was 
a Jew, which read: 

It thou turn away thy foot from the Sabbath, 
from doing thy pleasure on my holy day, and cali 
the Sabbath a delight, and the holy of the Lord 
honorable, and shali honor it, not domg thine 
own ways, not finding thine own pleasure, nor 
speaking thine own words; then shalt thou de- 
light thyself in the Lord; and I will make thee 
to ride upon the high places of the earth; and I 
will feed thee with the heritage of Jacob thy 
oars for the mouth of the Lord hath spoken 
K. 


These words were addressed to Jews as Jews, 
and asermon or lecture based on them should 
be delivered in a Jewish syusgogue, not a Chris- 
tian church. Iam not among the sons of Jacob, 
and have no share in the circumcised inheritance 
of asrael; therefore they are not addressed to me. 
The lecture, too, was delivered on the 
wrong day—on the first day of the werk 

the seventh; on Sunday, and 
not on the Sabbath of Moses. Isaiah 
was urging his readers or hearers to observe the 
Mosaic law. Am I to understand Dr. Goodwin 
wants that reintroduced with all its pains and 
penaities? It was made, however, for Jews alone, 
and their Sabbath was the seventh duy of the 
week. Their hired people, if of another faith, 
were not bound to observe it—it would have been 
an impudent act for them to do so. As for my- 
self—and [think Ispeak the sentiments of my 
fellow-workmen on both sides of the water—we 
do not wish to liye under the Mosaic law, and do 
ae think he who advises us to gives us good ad- 
vice, 


Nor am I ready to take the advice of the rev- 
erend gentleman when he tells me it will be for 
— good to drop my Sunday paper, with its news 

the week, its literature, and its humor. What 
shall 1 read instead of it? The laws of Moses? 
They get a little dry after a few readings. Shall 
I sleep, shall I dawdle about the house, or shali I 
gO to the saloon? I suppose he would rather 
bave me do the latter. This much is certain— 
that I should vot go to church to hear such ser- 
mons as he preaches, and the workingmen gen- 
erally feel about as Ido. The church is a piace 
where they hear about the everlasting tortures 
of hell, the power of a personal devil, the damna- 
tion of the non-elect and the delight of the Lord 
therem, and a number of other ehoice doctrines, 
mostly borrowed from the Persians, rags and 
remaants of Calvinism, which the workmgman 
has long cast from him. In England, where 
there are no — 11 papers, the workingman 
does not go to church but walks in the parks till 
the saloons open at 1, when be makes a bee line 
for them ana proceeds to get some stimulants— 
often more thaa is good for him. There is more 
noing in my beloved fatherland than there is 
ere, and it is mainly because the workmgmen 
— opt al Sunday papers to occupy their minds 

The Sunday paper is the enemy of the saloon. 
It keeps men out of the saloon and at home. 
Why. then, do ministers like the Rer. Mr. Good- 
win hate it worse than they do the saloon, of 
which it is the chiefenemy? I suppose it is be- 
cause the Sunday paper, intelligent itseif, breeds 
intelligence in others, and the narrow class of 
ministers, believing that “‘ignorance is the 
mother of piety,” see in it the worst foe of their 
„personal devil.“ "They oppose the Sunday the- 
ater, which also rivals the s¢loon and keeps peo- 
pie from it, but their chief Vials of bitterness are 
poured out on the Sunday paper, which they 
ought to sew 1s one of the great moral institu- 
tions of the age.

After China, with its hundreds of thousands of 
great brown coolies, and its slim ones who will 
walk all day up bill under burdens that would 
break down a European athlete on the level, the 
Annamites strike you as a nation of pigmies. 
Their average height must be under five feet, 
they are narrow chested and thin legged, their 
mouths are always stained a siobbering, filthy 
red with the areca nut and lime they chew un- 
consing!y, and they are stupid beyond the wer 
of words to tell. hether it is the fault of their 
conquerors or not I cannot say, but they appear 
to ve a people destitute of the sense of selt- 
res pect. 

Both men and women in Tonquin wear their 
hair long ana twisted up into a kind of chigrion 
on the top of the bead, It is, of course, always 
lanky an tblack. Their dress is of the most 
simple. The men wear a loose jacket and short 
trousers, and the women a long straight shift 
reaching from neck to heels, The Annamite 
man is a poor creature, and it is only among the 
upper classes that one sees 
wellformec or handsome face, with some 
elevation or dignity of expression. The 
women are much better looking and would 
often be pretty, exvept for the stained mouth 
and teeth, whieh render them horrible to 4 
European eye. But in figure they are much the 
most favored of any I have yet seen in the east, 
and in the course of a walk in Hanoi you may 
meet a dozen who are straight enough, and strong 
enough, and shapely enough to serve as a 
sculptor’s model. Their native dance is a bur- 
lesque of the J sg oon eS to the accompaniment of 
a fiddle six feet long. The few women you see 
with clean mouths and white teeth are almost 
sure to be the mistresses of Europeans,—/fall 
Mali Gazetie.

MARKETS. 


The leading produce markets were slow yester- 
day. except wheat, which was again active and 
weak, The weather is promising to turn to coo! if 
not cold soon, and a change of temperature would 
lessen the receipts of some grain but cause an 
increase in other kinds. 

Deliveries of wheat by English farmers last 
week were about 2,000,000 bu, being only a trifle 
less than those of the week next preceding. But 
the later average of prices was td per qr higher 
than that of its predecessor, though the total of 
home and foreign receipts is said to have been 
nearly one-fourth larger than the current re- 
quirement for consumption, This would seem to 
indicate a widespread beliet in the United King- 
dom that larger imports will be needed before 
the beginning of another crop year. 

Foreigners were freely covering May wheat 
shorts in New York at le decline, and St. Louis 


held steady as compared with the weakness in 
Chicago. But the latter was in part due toa 
throw of long wheat on New Yerk account 


which had been held here on exhausted margins; 
in other words it was frozen vut before the ad- 
vent ofcold weather. it was reported in the 
afternoon that a big lot of long wheat known as 
the Hoyt pile had been closed outhore. Armour, 


Swift, the International, and perhaps one or two 
other packers, delivered out of tober pork 
yesterday morning. pparentiy it was taken 
without trouble, 288 ere can be no doubt 


that the long party was anxiously “ waiting for 
the verdict” asked for in the United States 
Court, and denied there. 

D. W. Irwin of this city telegraphs from Duluth 
that the receipts of wheat there and in Minne- 
apolis (1,968 cars) are believed to be tne large st 
they Will have on this crop, but that good re- 
ceipts are expected for the next two weeks fte 
weather continues fair. Duluth has 1.800 000 bu 
in store, about 2 bu of which is sold for ex- 
port and 400,000 bu to Eastern millers. Minne- 
apolis millers are full of orders for flour and buy- 
ing wheat freely. They think the crop has been 
overestimated. 

The present weakness in corn and the sharp 
falling off in the demand for shipment from this 
city is explained by men in the trade to be due 
to the passage of new corn through Chicago en 
route for the East. It is being bought now at in- 
terior points for through shipment to the sea- 
board, and is sold cheaply enough to make many 
consumers give old corn the go by, though they 
may fall back on the oldin case the new does 
not arrive in good condition. 3 

New York reports 144.000 bu corn taken for ex- 
port.
